STUDENTS’ COUNCIL DECIDES TO 
HOLD HEALTH PLAN REFERENDUM

In the words of SU vp finance, 
Dave Losey, “it looks like we're on 
the road to a health plan.” 

At Tuesday’s Student Council 
meeting, the referendum question 
for a Student Health Plan was 
approved. The referendum will be 
held in conjunction with the 
Students’ Union election on March 
5 and 6. 

“We went through all the 
information and decided what was 
important,” said Losey. Last year’s 
plan was rejected because the 
information campaign preceding 
the referendum was deemed to be 
biased to the yes side. 

In addition to approving the 
question, the four hour meeting 
addressed many of the intricacies of 
the plan. The Student Health Plan 
coverage will include oral 
contraceptives. Initially, there was 
some controversy over the limited 
types of the drug provided, but 
councillors appear to have reached 
a solution. 

“We will be providing the most 
commonly used oral contraceptives, 
and if for medical reasons someone 


needs a different one, you can get it 
with a doctor’s note and a medical 
form,” added Losey, who also noted 
that the same procedure will apply 
to getting brand name prescriptions 
since the plan only offers generic 
brands. 

The drug plan will have a 
Managed Care formula specifying 
the range of drugs to be covered and 
will include a “pay-direct” system, 
which they will need to reclaim 
money spent. The plan also 
included a “prefered provider” 
system so prescriptions can be filled 
at the U of A Health Services, 
thereby saving students money. 

“We both [the SU and Health 
Services] understand some of the 
synergies that can be done by 
working together,” noted Losey. 

Physiotherapy, speech therapy, 
private duty nursing, tutorial 
benefits, dental accidents, and 
ambulances will be included as 
supplementary benefits. Originally, 
the plan did not include 
ambulances, but this was added 
with the urging of nursing

Off the hook 


Contract prevents SU from 
cutting CJSR funding—for now

The issue of cuts to CJSR 
remains unresolved, despite SU vp 
finance Dave Losey’s assertion that 
the motion would be addressed 
when Students’ Council met 
Tuesday evening. 

The confusion began when an 
emergency meeting of the First 
Alberta Campus Radio Association 
(FACRA) was called on Monday. 
The meeting addressed whether or 
not Losey’s proposed cuts to CJSR 
were in violation of a contract 
signed in good faith between CJSR 
and the SU in December 1995. The 
contract stated that CJSR would 
occupy a rent-free space in the 
Students’ Union Building (SUB), 
and that the SU would supply 
accounting and janitorial services 


free of charge. The contract also 
had a 90-day escape clause. 

Because this contract was 
signed in good faith, FACRA 
members felt that Losey’s motion 
to halt CJSR’s accounting services 
did not honour the agreement. In 
light of these objections, Losey, 
who is the treasurer for FACRA, 
withdrew the motion altogether. 

However, at the Students’ 
Council meeting Tuesday evening, 
Losey claimed that the motion had 
simply been postponed. 
“Withdraw’ doesn’t mean that this 
is over,” said Losey. “I was very 
adamant that I was going to take 
this to council. ... This is a problem 
that needs to get fixed.” 
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DIAPER PETITION ORGANIZED TO PROTEST DAYCARE CLOSURE

If you’ve ever wanted to send a 
message to the U of A’s Board of 
Governors on a diaper, here’s your 
chance. 

Supporters of the soon-to-close 
Michener Park Daycare have 
launched a public campaign to save 
their daycare. Starting on 
Wednesday, tables were set up in 
SUB, CAB, HUB Mall and the 
Education building for students to 
sign a petition to ask the U of A’s 
Board of Governors to ensure infant 
care on campus exists after the 
Michener Park centre closes on 
April 30. 

In addition to the petition, 
students, faculty and staff could 
donate $1 to sign disposable diapers 
with messages to the Board. Both 
the petition and the diapers will be 
presented to the Board at its next 
meeting in March. 

The day care, located in 
Galbraith House at 51 Ave. and 122 
St., is the only U of A-affiliated day 
care providing care for children 
under 19 months. The BoG decided 
to sell the building in June 1995, and 
the day care centre was given an 
eviction notice last October. 

“It’s not going to have a huge 
effect on me, since my son is turning 
three, but it’s going to havea huge 
impact on the other parents. I don’t 


know what they’re going to do,” 
said Jennifer Chatters, a student 
whose child is in the Michener day 
care centre. 

“The University does not have 
a policy on what the relationship 
between the University and its 
child-care centres is,” explained day 
care director Sheila Lindores when 
asked why they were approaching

the BoG. “A group of our parents 
decided that what we needed to do 
was approach the Board of 
Governors.” The diaper campaign 
was initiated after Board chairman 
John Ferguson and University 
president Rod Fraser didn’t respond 
to the group’s concerns. 

Lindores has also been working 
closely with vp academic Doug 
Owram and associate vp academic 
Anne-Marie Decore on the problem. 
“I think they genuinely care about 
the issue, though nothing has been 
done ... I think that indicates a lack 


of space on campus,” said Lindores. 

Student politicians and faculty 
were in SUB to support the day care, 
including political science professor 
Linda Trimble, former professor 
and provincial Liberal candidate 
Mary Macdonald, and Jenn Smith, 
a political science major who is 
running for the New Democrats in 
the upcoming provincial election. 

“We're afraid that high-quality 
staff and students are leaving 
because there is no infant care ... we 
want the University to make a 
commitment to parents on campus 
and to children,” said Smith: 

Over 1200 signatures were 
collected on the petition in five 
hours on Wednesday, according to 
Shannon Sampert, a volunteer at the 
Michener booth in SUB. In addition, 
over 200 students bought diapers to 
sign and send to BoG. 

The diapers will not go to waste 
after the campaign, according to 
Lindores. The day care will request 
that the Board return the diapers to 
the day care after the presentation 
to be distributed to needy families. 

The booths will be open 
Thursday and Friday from 10 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. in HUB Mall, SUB, CAB, 
and the Education Building. If there 
is continued interest, the campaign 
will be extended into next week, 
Sampert said. 
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This is the second part of the 
Student Help Speaks feature on 
unplanned pregnancies. The first part, 
which ran on Tuesday, discussed how 
to help a friend through an unexpected 
pregnancy and gave information about 


pregnancy tests.

Big Brothers and Big Sisters 
need student volunteers

The Big Brothers and Big Sisters 
Society of Edmonton is calling on 
University of Alberta students to 
make a difference in a child’s life. 

The organization matches up 
children from single-parent homes 
with adult volunteers. Once 
matched up, the pair spends time 
together once a week. A ‘Big’ is “a 
friend toa little kid who really needs 
someone to be around,” explained 
Julie Mimande, a U of Astudent and 
Big Brothers and Big Sisters 
volunteer. 

Atany given time, between 300 
and 350 children are waiting to be 
matched up with an adult and 
usually must wait for two to three 
years. More volunteers are needed 
to meet this demand, and the 
Society is eager to see more 
university students involved. 

The number of ‘Bigs’ from the 
U of A has increased over the last 
three years since a group of students 
decided to try recruiting from the 
university. Their initiative included 
designing the “U of A Students 
Make Great Bigs” posters and 
brochures that are still seen across 
campus. 

Approximately 50 U of A 
students are currently volunteers, 
but the latest recruitment drive 
attracted only three applicants. 

Mimande, who spent two 
weeks in early January manning 
tables around campus to raise 
awareness about the organization, 
says that being a ‘Big’ takes less time 
than most people think. One benefit 


of the experience is the opportunity 
“to be around someone from a 
different background, or even just 
a new perspective. It can open your 
eyes.” 

Marie Gauthier, director of 
recruitment for Big Brothers and 
Sisters, said “U of A students make 
absolutely wonderful volunteers.” 
Although students often move 
away during the summer, Gauthier 
has found that the absence of the 
‘Big’ does not pose a serious 
problem, since usually the child and 
mentor “have built a strong enough 
relationship that it’s able to carry on 
during the summer” through 
contact such as letter-writing. 

Gauthier added that there is a 
critical need for Big Brothers 
because most of the children 
waiting for ‘Bigs’ are boys, while 
there have always been more female 
than male volunteers. The Society 
asks ‘Bigs’ to commit for one year, 
but Gauthier emphasized the 
flexibility of the program. Those 
who are unable to meet the one-year 
time commitment can still become 
involved through short-term 
matches, group activities, or any 
other arrangement that would meet 
the needs of a child. 

Big Brothers and Big Sisters 
holds weekly orientation meetings 
on Tuesdays and Wednesdays from 
7 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. Private 
orientations can be arranged at 
other times. Anyone interested in 
applying can call 424-8181 or visit 
the Society at 10135 89 Street for 
more information.

Lack of technology hurting 
third-world development

“The majority of developing 
countries are in a technological 
desert,” according to Michael 
Barrett, an associate professor at the 
University of Alberta’s Faculty of 
Business. 

Barrett gave a lecture entitled 
“Recent Trends in the Use of 
Information Technology in 
Developing Countries” last 
Tuesday. The lecture was one of

One of the reasons for 
Singapore’s success is that the 
country carefully “master-minded 
a superior information technology 
infrastructure,” said Barrett. But 
he noted that for other developing 
countries, introducing 
information technology without 
building a solid infrastructure

over thirty lectures in International 
Week ‘97 which is sponsored by the 
U of A’s International Centre. 

According to Barrett, 
information technology—including 
computers, the Internet, and 
telecommunications—can be a key 
factor in the economic and social 
improvement of many developing 
countries, but there are also many 
social problems and concerns 
associated with the same 
technology. 

Barrett says that from one 
perspective, information 
technology is beneficial as a key 
factor in “globalization 
processes,” processes which 
“integrate and connect the global 
community.” He pointed to 
Singapore as an example. 

By investing and acquiring 
information technology since the 
1970s, Singapore has improved its 
economic and social condition 


leads to the “low diffusion” of the 
technology, or the “misuse and 
misappropriation” of it. 

Barrett also discussed some of 
the darker social implications of 
introducing information 
technology in developing 
countries. The introduction of 
information technology can 
“disrupt a country’s social fabric 
or “increase the disparity between 
‘haves’ and ‘have-nots’,” he said. 

Barrett emphasized that since 
each developing country has 
unique needs and conditions, 
there is no single formula for 
success in dealing with 
information technology. However, 
Barrett suggested that being 
sensitive to possible difficulties, 
such as lack of technical expertise 
or cultural problems, helps a 
country to form feasible and 
sustainable development 
Strategies.

U of A had children and 30 per cent 
had inadequate daycare even with 
Galbraith House. These concerns 
have obviously not been addressed, 
and the current daycare problems 
will only get worse. 

This will affect students. Many 
new young instructors are at an age 
where they are prone to have young 
children and require daycare.

Dean Mortensen Award 


To perpetuate the memory of Dean Mortensen, a first-year Science student 
and resident of St. Joseph’s College who tragically disappeared on January 
23, 1992 the “Dean Mortensen Award’ is presented. He contributed to student 
life in many ways, namely through his dedication and commitment to St. 
Joseph’s College and the St. Joseph’s Rangers. 

Selection Criteria: Must show strong participation and leadership in campus 
recreation and intramural programs and have contributed toward asafer and 
more secure campus atmosphere. 


Dr. Randy Gregg Athletics Award 


Dr. Randy Gregg was a student at the University of Alberta from 1972 to 1980, 
receiving a Bachelor of Science and a Doctor of Medicine degree. He was a key 
player on the Golden Bears Hockey team and, as captain in 1979, led the team 
to national championship. Dr. Gregg represented Canada on the 1980 Winter 
Olympic hockey team, and went on to join the Edmonton Oilers in 1983. 

Selection Criteria: Must be involved in athletics; demonstrate strong 
leadership skills; and contribute to student life at the University of Alberta. 


Eugene L. Brody Award 


To perpetuate the memory of Eugene L. Brody, B.A., B.Sc., a student at the 
University of Alberta for twenty-three years who had cerebral palsy and was 
able to make outstanding contributions in extra-curricular activities, the 
“Eugene L. Brody Award” is presented. Eugene Brody’s strong personal 
philosophy was, “To have a full life, one has to struggle every step of the way.” 
Selection Criteria: Must have made a valuable contribution in extra- 
curricular campus activities; academic standing is a consideration in 
determining the winner. 


Hilda Wilson Volunteer Recognition Award 


The Hilda Wilson Volunteer Recognition Award was established to recognize 
congeniality and humanitarian dedication. At age 57, after two years in the 
Faculty of Arts she entered the Faculty of Law. Unsurpassed in her dedication 
to her fellow students, Hilda’s enthusiasm and energetic confidence as a volunteer 
endeared her to many. 

Selection Criteria: Must be a volunteer member of the Students’ Union at the 
University of Alberta or a community service organization; demonstrate a 
sincere dedication to others. 


Hooper-Munroe Academic Award 


Named for Major R. C. W. Hooper, the past Dean of Men, and Miss Isobel Munroe, 
the past Dean of Women, the “Hooper-Munroe Academic Award” is presented to 
students who achieve academic excellence in the Intersessions. 

This award consists of a two hundred dollar monetary prize. This award consists 
of a two hundred dollar ($200.00) monetary prize. 

Selection Criteria: Must possess the highest GPA with a minimum nine credits 
obtained during Intersession 1996 of all of those who apply and must not have 
previously received this award. 


Lorne Calhoun Award 


To perpetuate the memory of Lorne Calhoun, B.A., a student at the University of 
Alberta from 1946 until his death in 1951, the “Lorne Calhoun Memorial Award” 
is presented. In assessing an individual’s qualifications for this award, the 
Awards Committee shall consider the record of Lorne Calhoun who was active in 
debating (President of the Debating Society, founder of Debating Union, twice a 
member of the McGoun Cup Inter-Varsity Team), national and international 
organizations (member of International Relations Club, Chairman of Alberta 
Committee of International Student Services, executive member of Political 
Science Club, Speaker of Parliamentary Forum), and miscellaneous organizations 
(The Gateway, History Club, Men’s Economics Club, Philosophical Society, Arts 
and Science Club, University religious groups, chess, and athletics). 

Selection Criteria: Must have been an active member in a University of Alberta 
club and/or Faculty Association; and not have previously received this award. 


Maimie Shaw Simpson Book Award 


To honour Miss Maimie Shaw Simpson, first Dean of Women at the University of 
Alberta, the “M.S.S. Book Prize” is presented. 

Selection Criteria: Must have made an outstanding contribution to campus life 
through hard work and leadership; preference will be given to those who have 
made an outstanding contribution to the advancement of women on this campus. 


Students’ Union Award F or Excellence 


This award is presented for excellence in curricular and extra-curricular activities 
while attending the University of Alberta. The award consists of a gold medalian 
and one thousand dollars ($1000.00) monetary prize. Selection shall be made on 
the basis of submission of application from faculty or students. 

Selection Criteria: Must be in their graduating year; have attained a minimum — 
GPA of 7.5 in ten (10) full courses, or their equivalent, taken within the previous 
two (2) years; be involved in extra-curricular activities in the University and/or 
community; demonstrate an ability to work well with students, staff, and the 
general public. 


_ The award shall be presented by the incoming Students’ Union President to the 


winner at their Convocation in the year in which they are selected. 


Tevie Miller Involvement Award 


The Tevie Miller Involvement Award was established to recognize the outstanding 
commitment and dedication of the Honourable Associate Chief Justice Tevie H. 
Miller. Justice Miller was a Students’ Union President, and upon convocation, 
continued his involvement as President of the Alumni Association. In 1980 he was 
elected as amember of the University Senate and in 1986, Tevie Miller was elected 
Chancellor of the University of Alberta. 

Selection Criteria: Must be and active member of a club or association at the 
University of Alberta; demonstrate strong leadership skills. The candidate may 
not receive a salary or honorarium from the said club of association. 


Tom Lancaster Award 


To perpetuate the memory of Tom Lancaster, General Manager for the Students’ 
Union from 1989 to 1991. The “Tom Lancaster Award” is presented. Tom brought 
stability and warmth to the Students’ Union through his concern and caring for 
students. 

Selection Criteria: Must have made an outstanding contribution to student life 
on campus through dedication and strong commitment to others; have shown 
active involvement and leadership in the Students’ Union through volunteer work 
or participation within a Students’ Union club or service. 


Walter A. Dinwoodie Award 


To perpetuate the memory of Walter A. Dinwoodie, Permanent Business Manager 
of the Students’ Union from 1949 to 1962, an award is presented. 
Selection Criteria: Must have made an outstanding contribution to student life 
through active volunteer work for a public service club registered with the 
Students’ Union and/or a Student Union Service. 

Persons who receive a salary, honorarium, or any other monetary remuneration 
for their work in the above organizations shall not be eligible to receive this award.

Certification Skyrockets 


Late November 1996, the Education Students 
Association received a letter from Fred Burghardt, 
Registrar for Alberta Education stating that the cost 
for Interim; I say again, Interim Teacher Certification 
will go from $35 to $200 effective this April 1, 1997. 


A 600% increase seems excessive, don't you agree? 
The ESA contacted Mr. Burghardt's office for an 
explanation. The rationale, 3 individual teacher files 
are maintained for the career of the individual and 
therefore $35 does not reflect the actual 
administrative costs. 


Bear in mind that this fee is not the only charge that 
will be accrued to the prospective teacher. 
Permanent Certification (eligible after two years of 
employment) will remain at $50 and Statements of 
Professional Standing at $25. Therefore if extra fees 
will be charged to the teacher every time they request 
a service, this fee will not be part of the $200. Thus, 
it seems, the $200 reflects a simple initial set-up 
and storage charge. It would seem more appropriate 
to us if the interim and permanent certification fees 
were switched. 


Let us not forget that over the last three years, Alberta 
Education has suffered major cuts to its funding, 
therefore has been looking for ways to be cost- 
effective. It would seem from their point of view 


_ that they have found a money maker. Although this 


policy has been approved (written in stone) by 
Alberta Education, we do not have to accept this 
timidly. Recognizing the importance of responding . 
from information and not emotion, we encourage 
any concerned individuals to contact the Education 
Students Association, Education North N1-101 (492- 
3650) for direction on who and where to respond.

so far away from you, Star Wars is return- 
ing. To celebrate the twentieth anniversary 
of its first release, George Lucas has had the 
films in the trilogy restored, as well as re- 
placing some cut footage and adding in 
computer generated effects to bring the film 
closer to the vision in his head that he had 
when he first filmed the story. This 15 mil- 
lion dollar new and improved version looks 
and sounds better than ever before, but con- 
sidering that the original Star Wars cost only 
11 million, it darn well better.

add to the explosions and to the spaceship 
fly-bys. The opening pass of the Star De- 
stroyer is now a seriously loud experience. 
The new computer generated effects are a 
mixture of great and not so great. 

The ones which work the best and 
which elicited the best response from the 
screening audience were the new Mos 
Eisley scenes. The spaceport has been to- 
tally redesigned and stocked with an array 
of new creatures, droids and people. The 
newly reinserted Jabba the Hutt meeting 
with Han Solo is fantastic.

As a Canadian actor of Irish, Scottish, 
and Japanese descent playing the role of a 
gypsy in Bulgaria, Mieko Ouchi finds her- 
self thinking a lot about cultural identity. 

Ouchi is one of seventeen actors in Pen- 
tecost, a play written by British playwright 
David Edgar, and directed by Jim Guedo, 
former artistic director of the Phoenix Thea- 
ite; 

The action of Pentecost unfolds when a 
group of refugees from different countries 
converge at a church. It is a play which ex- 
plores contemporary national movements in 


the Jedi, which is odd at first, but makes sense 
on the whole. The landspeeder now truly 
looks as if it floats, and the Jawas’ vehicle 


gets to be shown in more detail as well. Also, 


the fight scenes at the finale are souped up, 
allowing greater mobility and a wider array 
of stunts to be performed by the fighters. 
The moments where the computer gen- 
erated images don’t work are slight, but con- 
sidering that these will be the basis for the 
effects of the new films (the first is due in 
1999), it becomes an important point how 
good they look. The worst offense is one of 
the Stormtroopers dismounting a Dewback 


Eastern Europe and examines how we group 
people by ethnic groups and language. To 
Ouchi, the play asks the questions: “How do 
we define identity? Do you belong to a group 
because of how you look? Because of the lan- 
guage you speak? Because of your culture?” 

Despite their different cultures and reli- 
gions, characters suddenly find themselves 
being involuntary hosts or involuntary 
guests. “We are all in the world hosts and 
guests, at the same time, with each other. The 
world is becoming more of a global village 
and we're beginning to see outside our own 
culture at the world,” says Ouchi. 

But the process of understanding re- 
quires an active effort. Characters must get 
past barriers of differing religions and dif- 
fering languages. There are a whopping 11 
different languages spoken in the play.

in the background of one scene (see photos.) 
It looks herky-jerky and unnatural, and very 
disruptive. For the money spent, it should 
have looked better. They have two years to 
correct that so I am not too worried overall. 
The other enhanced effect which looks silly 
are the shockwaves around the Death Star 
and Alderaan which have been inserted 
when they explode. The animators got lazy 
and used the exact same wave for each ex- 
plosion, they just turned it ninety degrees. 
Again, for the money spent, this is pretty 
lame. The new effects also make some of the 
old ones show their age too. The surface of 


the Death Star looks very phony when we 
see the explosions during the fight scenes. 
Though for being twenty years old, that is 

not a big deal, as compared to how awful 
other films can look at that age. 

Overall, it is a great experience to see 
Star Wars ina theatre again. I was able to 
see an old print at the Princess Theatre a 
few years ago, and it was nowhere near as 
good as seeing it this time. Ostensibly, this 
is the main reason for the release of the Spe- 
cial Edition—to allow a new generation to 
experience it this way, though of course one § 
of the real reasons is that the profits from 
this run will go toward the funding of the 
new prequels. 

Star Wars is no longer just a film, it is 


®an empire of its own. It is the second-best- 


selling toy line (behind Barbie), it is the most 
lucrative licensing endorsement in the pub- 
lishing world, as well as a major player in 
the computer games market. Just to make 
clear how big this movie release is supposed 
to be in the profit making world, Pepsi is 
putting together a2 billion dollar tie-in cam- 
paign to go with the films. It is a risk for 
Lucas to reissue his classic. If the audience 
stays away, which I doubt will happen, his 
new films will no longer be the talk of Hol- 
lywood or the Internet as they are now, as 
no studio has been chosen to work with 
Lucasfilm in releasing them. A bad show- 
ing could kill the new ones. Just something 
to keep in mind while waiting in line. 

For fans of the film, you will not be 
disappointed, and will be impressed with 
most of the new stuff. For people who 
have never seen the film, there is a rea- 
son that it was chosen to be one of the 
first 25 films placed in the National Film 
Registry to preserve movies “of historic 
significance”. It is a film full of fun and 
excitement, and, frighteningly enough, a 
defining moment of our generation. It 
will be interesting to see how the next 
generation views it. °

Ouchi explained that the audience finds it- 
self “in the same boat” as the characters, 
struggling at times to understand. “There’s 
no translations, so they [audiences] have to 
get clues from the actors’ bodies.” However, 
Ouchi feels that the basic themes and mes- 
sages in the play will be clear, despite the 
deliberate language barriers. 

As part of the rehearsal process, the 
actors sought help from various ethnic 
communities in Edmonton to coach them 
on the languages spoken by their charac- 
ters. Ouchi said that the play “shows the 
differences and the strong passion people 
have for their languages and their cul- 
tures,” and that she hopes that the pro- 
duction will attract an ethnically diverse 
audience. 

Although being Asian excludes her 


from some roles, Ouchi says that her eth- 
nicity has also opened doors to other 
roles. For example, Ouchi starred in a 
CBC-TV movie called The War Between Us 
which was about the Japanese internship. 
The movie was directed by Albertan Anne 
Wheeler, who also directed Bye Bye Blues. 

Ouchi’s own ethnic background has 
also inspired her to produce her own 
original work. Recently, she produced a 
documentary about her family history. 
She said that the name of her documen- 
tary, “Shepherd’s Pie and Sushi” sums up 
her experiences growing up with a mother 
who is Irish-Scottish, and a father who is 
Japanese. CBC plans to broadcast Ouchi’s 
documentary in April.

To achieve the joint objectives of providing reliable, cost effective electrical 
service, to our customers, while supporting the University's commitment to 
energy conservation and environmental responsibility, power to the electrical 
system is cycled according to the following program: 


General Information 


Temperature control: 

At temperatures warmer than -10° C, power to the system is OFF 

At temperatures colder than -10° C, power to the system is on. Power cycles 
every 30 minutes between the hours of 0900 and 1530. Overnight, power to 
the system is on continuously from 1530 until 0900 the next morning. 

At temperatures colder than or equal to -29° C, power to the system is on full 
time in all parking lots where power normally cycles.

Out of our five wonderful senses, sight 
is certainly the most important, and the one 
by which we can detect and convey the most 
intricate ideas. Although it would be inter- 
esting to try to stage a show which conveys 
its images exclusively through smell, tradi- 
tion (and practicality) demands that we fo- 
cus our more attention on visual shapes and 
movements. If you’re feeling movement- 
starved, you're in luck: Orchesis is back. 

Orchesis is a campus club devoted to 
modern dance and choreography for “seri- 
ous non-professionals.” Kathy Metzger, an 
instructor and choreographer with Orchesis, 
describes the nature and the appeal of mod- 
ern dance.

‘modern’ in the title refers to modernism,” 
explains Metzger, “the piece is about the 
search for a universal truth, and the issues 
of good and evil raised by it.” 

Metzger also points to the work of 
Tamara Bliss as a highlight of the program. 
Bliss, a U of A Dance faculty member and 
the Orchesis director, has developed a mod- 
ern dance work based on her dancers’ per- 
sonal experiences in, of all things, waiting 
rooms. A dance about waiting? Metzger ex- 
plains, “Bliss conveys a strong sense of wait- 
ing into the piece; but it’s more abstract, it’s 
about mind, memory and anticipation.” 

Dance Motif ‘97 also features guest cho- 
reographer Terri Critchley’s modern jazz 
style, Kathy Ochoa (also of Mile Zero and 
Dirty Feet) exploring “movement for move- 
ment’s sake,” Michelle Olson dancing a solo 
“that has the energy of a duet,” and Vicki 
Thoms, interpreting her summer work camp 
experiences through humorous and frivo- 
lous dancing. But surely the stand-out work, 
in terms of visual impact, will be Dorothy 
Harris’ Triangles, featuring the use of large, 
spongy “magical balls” big enough to sup- 
port a human body. “They use gravity to roll 
over, around and through the balls onstage,” 
says Metzger.
